acres east of Do v ie that look ed lik e 
great lak es . . . not a speck of dirt 
to be seen. Yet the rains were not 
considered flood-lik e. 
The 
grou nd 
was already satu rated and the last 
fall ju st “piled u p.” 
Hamlin lak es are all fu ll and ru n­ 
ning ov er, ex cept the big new lak e. 
It still lack s a few inches of being 
u p to the first three “Concrete Re­ 
lief Vents.” So far no rise has ev en 
reached 
the 
“slosh-ov er” 
point. 
There are 35 sq u are miles of drain­ 
age for the new lak e, and by now 
it is considered v ery u nlik ely that 
enou gh rain can ev er come to mak e 
the lak e rise high enou gh to mak e 
the water tak e the emergency ov er­ 
flow. To do that there mu st be more 
than can escape throu gh the three 
49 sq u are feet, first ou tlet, and then 
rise fiv e or six feet 
higher. 
The 
ru n-arou nd ou tlet has a capacity 
of 
abou t fiv e feet 300 feet wide. 
It 
ju st can go that high, or u p to it. 
The 
more 
than u su al rain 
this 
spring is fine on small grain bu t it 
is delay ing row planting. Wheat and 
oats are fine, su per fine ^ at 
this 
point.

I was left with the impression that 
the life of a soldier wTas an easy 
one. On Sunday , the boy s go to 
church, to town, to the show, or to 
the l ■. creation center, where there 
are ill kinds of entertainment. Mon- 
' was quite different. Very early 
lat morning about twenty -five men 
fro m each company o r battery pick-I 
cd up paper and other things that 
were o n the ground. One 
co uld look 
all day and not find a handful of 
paper, a burnt match, or other rub­ 
bish on the grounds. 
After

grounds were clean, the soldiers took I 
their calisthenics which lasted about 
thirty minutes. 
About 8 o’clock I went to the 
place where the 131st Field Artil- ' 
lery Battery A was conducting a 
sham battle. I found that in a sham 
battle the boy s shoot at imaginary 
enemies. It took six men to load the 
big guns which are of the 7 5 mm. 
and 155 mm. ty pe. Of course, only 
blank shells were used. I also looked 
through the telescope that the radio 
operators stationed 
some distance 
from the guns upon a hill used in 
sighting the enemy . When the ene­ 
my is located, a message is radioed 
back to the gunner concerning the 
angle and degree to aim their guns, 
I also saw the engineers erect a long 
platoon 
bridge 
with heavy 
army 
trucks running over it in 55 minutes. 
After this, I went to the Battery A 
131st Field Artillery mess hall and 
had dinner with the captain and my 
brother’s Battery . 
After lunch we found our way to 
the parade grounds where I never 
saw so many soldiers in all my life. 
The 20,000 men in the parade made 
a sea of brown in every direction. 
This was the first time in 26 y ears 
that the 36 th Division has had a re­ 
view manned in full dress. The sol­ 
diers paraded before Gov. W. Lee 
O’Daniel, Gen. Burkhead, six ty le­ 
gislators from Austin, Lieut. Gen. 
John A. Hulen and Chaplain Cha- 
taignon. Gen. Hulen, who is now re­ 
tired, served 
in the World 
War. 
Chaplain Chataignon, having served 
in the French Arniy , came to the 
J United 
States, 
became 
a citizen, 
joined the 36 th Division, and fought 
j in the World War. I left the parade 
grounds with patriotism and thrills. 
That night I heard something that 
| I shall never forget. I heard taps 
blown. Taps were blown in one di- 
I rection and miles from there other 
taps were blown. 
As I left Camp Bowie, I saw a- 
bout a mile of soldiers leaving on a 
7 5 mile hike. I now realize that the 
soldier’s life consists of hard but 
constructive work. A visit to this 
camp makes me want to help in ev­ 
ery way possible in the National De­ 
fense Program of our country .
